Many Would Make Good Hired Hands 
if They Had Chance. 
Many farmers throughout the coun­ 
try find it a difficult matter to get 
hired hands, while in the great cities 
there are thousands of men out of 
work. 
The problem of Inducing some 
of the down and outs of city life to go 
out on the farms is claiming the atten­ 
tion of social students. 
A commission of the New York leg­ 
islature recently has been making an 
inquiry into the matter, though it has 
not taken up the subject exhaustively. 
John Mitchell, the noted labor leader, 
was present at one of tile sessions and 
made suggestions. 
The chief trouble seems to be that 
those iD the cities who are always 
deep in poverty know nothing of coun­ 
try life, seldom if ever having seen! 
the green fields. 
They were born to I 
their conditions and know nothing j 
else. 
Thousands of these men. no doubt, j 
if they should tie taken out and given I 
jobs on farms would return to the city | 
as soon as they earned money enough. I 
That is because the city sights aud 
sounds have become second nature to 
them. 
They would pine for the filth 
and furore of their native element. 
Rvt, on the other hand, there is no 
doubt that many men in the cities 
would welcome a chance to get away 
to the country for themselves and 
their families and would develop into 
excellent farm hands. The problem is 
to put these men in touch with farm­ 
ers who need them.

The housewife who is on her feet so 
much of the day throughout all mouths 
of the year should learn a lesson from 
her husband, who not only rides when 
wowing, raking, reaping aud plowing, 
but even takes it easy by rigging a rid­ 
ing gear to follow his barrow.

Beef and Dairy Cattle. 
When a dairyman has faced the ac­ 
tual practice of selling cows from his 
herd for beef he will not feel encour­ 
aged over the outlook of combining 
beef and dairy qualities in the same 
herd. 
There is a popular prejudice 
against eating beef from an old, play­ 
ed out dairy cow, and there is no ad­ 
vantage in trying to combine the two 
qualities in one animaL 


There came to the w riter’s attention 
the other day the instance of a cream­ 
ery patron who thought he would get 
rich more quickly by mixing melted 
tallow in the can of cream from which 
the driver’s sample was taken, thereby 
increasing the test of the cream nearly 
IOO per cent. 
This went on until the 
suspicions of the buttermakers and di­ 
rectors were aroused by the presence 
of the cold, unmixed tallow left in the 
strainer at the creamery. 
One day a 
two qui rt sample of the doped cream 
was turned over to the state pure food 
inspector, who sent it to a chemist for 
analysis, when OO per cent of the fat 
it contained was found to be plain beef 
suet, amounting to a pound and four 
ounces. 
With this as a starter suit 
was instituted and a fine <;f $50 and 
costs levied. 
A little later the di­ 
rectors of the creamery coflipelled the 
offender to pay back $400, the amount 
estimated that he had received as a re­ 
sult of the false tests. 
As It turned 
out It proved to be high priced tallow, 
aud it is clear that the game was not 
worth the candle.

ILL) BILL was the g re atest gun tighter 
W f P 
the w est ever knew. 
I don’t know 
how many men he killed, but It was 
more than thirty. 
T h at num ber is 
exclusive of the men he killed in the 
Civil war. 
He is credited as a sharp­ 
shooter with having killed 35 men. 
including 
the 
Confederate General 
McCullough, in the 
battle of Pea 
Ridge alone. 
I don’t know how true 
that Is. 
It is impossible tor anyone 
to tell how m any men he kills In a 
battle when thousands of men are tir­ 
ing. 
But he killed more than thirty in per­ 
sonal encounters. 
He killed ten In one tight 
single handed. 
T h at was when he wiped out 
th e McCandlass gang at Rock Springs, Kan., 
In 1861, and It was the most heroic single- 
handed fight in all the history of the frontier. 
Im agination has not colored or enlarged his 
record. 
It is a sure-enough record of men 
killed in fair, stand-up fights. 
If one cares to 
search, one can find their graves with their 
nam es neatly carved on little headstones scat­ 
tered from the Missouri river to the foothills 
of the Rockies.” 
Col. W illiam F. Cody, better known all over 
the world as Buffalo BUI, was In rem iniscent 
mood. 
He paid this tribute to the prow ess of 
his dead com rade of early days on the plains. 
He was intim ately associated with Wild BUI. 
He fought by his side in the Civil war, he 
scouted with him in the Indian campaigns, he, 
shared the sam e blanket beside m any a lonely 
cam p fire. 
For years there was a bed and a 
chair and the table for Wild Bill at the ranch 
of Buffalo Bill’s m other near Fort Leavenw orth, 
and to the very end of his storm y and w ander­ 
ing career Wild Bill thought of this spot as 
home. 
Buffalo BUI is himself one of the m ost pic­ 
turesque ch aracters of the old w est left to 
these piping, prosaic times. 
Though the pub­ 
lic knows him chiefly as a show m an, he is the 
last of the great scouts. 
His life has not been 
all blank cartridges and calcium lights. 
Back 
of his spectacular career as an exponent of 
wild west d ra m a Is a frontier life of daring, 
hardship and danger. 
He is an old m an now', 
cnlv a few years on the sunny side of three 
score and ten. 
His sweeping m ustaches and 
im perial and his long hair th at falls upon his 
shoulders in the waving abundance of early 
years are as w hite as snow*. 
But his tall figure 
is still stalw art and as straig h t as a young 
pine on the m ountains, his step Is elastic and 
his eye bright, and he' still w ears his w’hite 
som brero tilted at a jaunty angle on the side 
of his head as in the brave days of his youth. 
“I was eleven years old when I first m et 
W ild Bill in 1857,” said Buffalo Bill. 
“I was 
m aking my first expedition across the plains. 
It was the expedition led by General Albert 
Sydney Johnston, afterw ards killed a t Shiloh, 
against Brigham Young and the Mormons in 
U tah. 
I w as connected with the supply train 
as the driver of the extra cattle. 
A big bully 
in my m ess seemed to think I was m eant to 
be his servant and ordered me around at every 
opportunity. 
I grew' sulky and resentful under 
his badgering, but I w’as a m ere kid and was 
helpless. 
One evening as we w ere eating sup­ 
per he ordered me to get him another cup of 
coffee. 
Get your own coffee,’ I said. 
He 
reached over from w here he sat and slapped 
me over. 
I rolled into the ashes at the edge 
of the cam p fire and narrow ly escaped getting 
badly burned. 
I ran to the big coffee kettle, 
caught it up, and stepping up behind the bully, 
doused the scalding coffee over him from head 
to foot. 
He roared with pain. T hen he rushed 
for me. 
A young m an stepped betw een us. 
I knew* him casually as Jim Hickok. T he men 
of th e wagon train called him ‘Jim m y.’ 
‘Say,’ he said, facing the bully squarely, 
‘you leave that kid alone.’ 
“My unexpected champion was about tw enty 
years old, tall, slender, bronzed and athletic 
looking. 
T h e powerful brute he confronted 
would have m ade two of him. T he bully stopped 
in surprise. 
He sized up the stripling with a 
glance. The inventory doubtless convinced him 
he had nothing to fear. 
“ ‘W hat have you got to do with th is?’ he 
bellowed and he charged at the youth like a 
mad bull 
“T he men of the 
outfit 
expected to see 
Hickok beaten to a jelly or killed. 
He gave 
us the surprise of our lives. 
He proved to be 
the quickest m an I ever saw . 
A catam ount 
could not have been quicker. 
He stepped into 
the bully fearlessly. 
He was all over his m ac. 
He rocked his head with terrific blows. 
He 
ripped punches into his midsection. 
He closed 
his eyes, bloodied his lips, knocked th e teeth 
down his throat. 
Ile ended by dropping the 
bully to his knees and m aking him blubber out, 
‘I've got enough’ and beg for mercy. 
A fter the 
fight my ancient enemy wras the w orst battered 
up man I ever saw. 
Hickok didn’t show a 
m ark. 
He walked away and sat down on a 
wagon tongue abd smoked a pipe serenely. 
T h at was my introduction to the m an a fte r­ 
ward known ail over the w est as Wild Bill, 
and from that day we were fast friends. 
I enlisted in the Union arm y in 1863 and 
was sent to Tennessee. 
I was employed as a 
scout and spy. 
I was peculiarly fitted to play 
th e part of spy in Confederate camps. 
Most 
of the people with whom I had been throwm 
nil my lite or. the plains were from Missouri, 
K entucky or Tennessee. It was second nature 
for me to talk in the drawling lingo of the 
south. 
“On one of my excursions as a spy I was 
disguised as a Tennessee farm er boy wdth 
a ragged hat, a homespun shirt and pants of 
butternut jeans. 
I was riding along a road 
when I cam e to a farm house. 
Hitched to the 
palings of the fence was a fine horse, saddled. 
T hrough a window’ I saw a man in the uniform 
of a Confederate officer sitting at a table eat­ 
ing. 
Something about his face looked familiar. 
I dism ounted and stepped to the door of the 
house and asked for a drink of water. 
As I 


w’as drinking I*took V 'g o o rf took a t the man. 
It was Wild Bill. 
He shot a quick glance at 
me. 
But I had grown since he last saw me 
and in my disguise he did not recognize me. 
I waited till he had finished his meal and 
followed him to the road. 
As he prepared to 
m ount his horse I stepped close and said in 
a low* tone, ‘Bill, don’t you rem em ber m e?’ 
I 
thought I saw a gleam of recognition In his 
eyes, but he said simply, ‘No, I don’t.’ 
‘I’m 
Billy Cody,’ I said. 
‘Well, well,' returned Wild 
Bill, ‘are you little Billy Cody?' 
“Then he gave me a dressing down. 
’You 
haven’t any business in this p art of the coun­ 
try,’ he said . ‘You ought to be in the Union 
a rm y / 
‘How do you know I'm no t?’ I asked. 
‘You In the Union arm y?’ he said. 
‘Maybe I 
am ,’ I answ ered. ‘W hat are you doing in those 
clothes, th en ?’ he asked. 
‘I suspect I’m doing 
the sam e as you,’ I replied. 
Bill smiled. 
‘Get 
on your horse,’ he said. 
And w’e rode together 
back into the Union lines. 
For the rem ainder 
of the w ar we did much scouting together in 
Missouri and the southwest. 
I 
“W hen I joined General Sheridan as chief 
of scouts in the campaign against the Indiana 
of the northw est in 1868 I found Wild Bill with 
the command. 
I went to General Sheridan 
and ‘G eneral,’ I said, ‘W ild Bill is the best 
scout, the best shot and the bravest m an In 
the w estern country. 
He is seven or eight 
years older than I and I have always looked 
upon him as my superior In everything th a t 
goes to the m aking of a plainsm an. 
I don’t 
like to give orders to such a man. 
I would 
ra th e r serve under him. 
Make him chief of 
scouts.’ 


“ ‘Well, I won’t,’ said General Sheridan. ‘You 
are chief of scouts of the United States army. 
W hen you get ready to give Wild Bill an or­ 
der, give it.’ 
“I w ent to W ild Bill and told him how I felt 
about the situation and what the general had 
said.” 
“ ‘Why, th a t’s all right, Billy,’ Wild Bill said. 
‘I’m a soldier and I’ll take orders from anyone 
who has the right to give me orders. 
I d just 
as lief work under you as anybody I know’. 
I’ll obey you as my ranking officer as readily 
aa I’d obey the com m anding general of the 
United States arm y.’ 
“And he did. 
He did fine work under me 
through th at stirring campaign. 
He held In 
check th a t turbulent spirit th a t brooked dicta­ 
tion from no one and obeyed my orders like 
the soldier th at he was. 
“I first entered the show’ business in 1872,” 
Buffalo Bill continued. 
“General Sheridan had 
been ordered to Chicago to take command of 
the D epartm ent of the Lakes and I w ent with 
him as inspector of horses. 
Ned Buntline, 
whom I had known out w’est, had w ritten a 
dram a of the border nam ed ‘Scouts of the 
Plains.’ 
He offered me $100 a week to take 
the leading role. 
I hesitated to ask General 
Sheridan for permission for fear he would 
laugh at me and perhaps refuse. 
I finally got 
Col. Mike Sheridan, his brother, to prefer my 
request. 
It was granted readily. 
“The dram a was produced in Nixon’s am pi­ 
theater. which used to stand near the site of 
the modern Hotel Sherm an. 
On the opening 
night when I was to m ake my bow before the 
footlights for the first tim e the im mense the­ 
a te r was packed to the walls. 
General Sheri­ 
dan and all the officers of the post occupied 
boxes in all the glory of full-dress uniforms. 
I was worse scared as I stepped out of the 
wings and faced th a t great audience than I 
ever was In an Indian fight with bullets and 
arrow s singing about my ears. 
But I carried 
it off as bravely as I could. 
W hat I didn’t 
know’ about acting I m ade up for by strutting 
about the stage, storm ing out my lines and 
firing my navy revolvers after every other sen­ 
tence. 
T here was an am azing am ount of gun­ 
pow der burned in that play. 
A fter it was all 
over I im agined I had scored a trium ph. 
Next 
day the Chicago papers said the play was so 
bad it w’as good. 
But we packed the theater 
nightly and the reserve police had to be called 
out to quiet the crowds th at fought at the doors 
for admission. 
“T he m anagem ent offered me $1,000 a week 
to go to St. Louis, w here our success was re­ 
peated. 
“I decided at the opening of th e next season 
th at it would be a money-making scheme to 
have Wild Bill as a m em ber of our troupe. 
He w'as then in Hays City, w here he had killed 
several people, and I wrote him telling him 
of the money he could m ake by appearing on 
the stage. 
‘You won’t have to do much acting,’ 
I told him. 
‘You will only have to shoot and 
pose around.’ «* He w rote back th a t he would 
accept my proposition. 
I wrote him he would 
have to agree to stop fighting and killing 
while he was with the snow. 
He sent me an 
agreem ent to th a t effect by retu rn mail. 
I hen 
I sent him money to come to New' Aork, w here 
the show was to open. 
In this last letter I 
gave him instructions as to w'hat he m ust do 
when he reached the city.^ 
“ ‘I am stopping at th e Brevoort hotel,’ I 
wrote him, ‘and you will land in New’ \ o r k at 
the Forty-second stre e t depot.

Story of the W itty and Famous States­ 
man and Hi* Friend, the Protest­ 
ant Episcopal Bishop cf 
New York. 


William M. E varts gained Interna­ 
tional fame as an orator. 
His speech 
as the leading counsel in the defense 
of President Johnson in the im peach­ 
m ent proceedings before the senate is 
one of the finest examples of Ameri­ 
can professional oratory. 
His speech 
before the Geneva tribunal, organized 
to arbitrate the so-called 
Alabama 
claims, is regarded as a m asterpiece; 
and it won the case. 
As secretary of 
state Mr. E varts added to his other 
great achievem ents by very success­ 
ful diplomacy. 
In the senate he was, 
until illness incapacitated him, num ­ 
bered among the leaders. 
But in ad­ 
dition, Mr. E varts gained the highest 
reputation as a wit ever secured by an 
American. 
T hat reputation was en 
hanced by the fact that there never 
was any malice in his wit. although 
he was prone som etimes to exercise 
it at the expense of friends who en­ 
joyed his closest Intimacy. 
One of 
the most intim ate of Mr. Evarts* per­ 
sonal friends was the 
late 
Bishop 
Henry C. Potter of New York. 
As 
Bishop Potter himself was 
a 
very 
witty man. there always was an ex­ 
change of wit between these two when 
they 
met, 
Mr. 
E varts 
som etimes 
gently chiding the bishop on the em i­ 
nent respectability of 
his 
various 
flocks. 
About 1SS5, when Mr. E varts was 


bishop of New York. 
At last his face 
cleared. 
“Oh, yes,” he said—and his m an­ 
ner of speech was th a t of a m inute or 
two before— “you mean Henry Potter, 
the apostle to the genteels. 
Yes, I am 
acquainted with bim.** 
On another occasion, when Bishop 
Potter was entertaining at dinner a 
considerable num ber of distinguished 
Americans and a m em ber of parlia­ 
ment whose surname, like his own, 
was Potter, Senator E varts was called 
upon to make a speech. 
There have 
been various versions of that speech, 
but I believe the one here given to 
be the correct one. 
With an assum ed solemnity of m an­ 
ner, which always prepared 
dinner 
guests who knew his ways for an un­ 
usual outburst of wit. the senator be­ 
gan by Raying that as he found him­ 
self sitting at table in companionship 
with a P otter who was a bishop, a 
Potter who was a m em ber of parlla 
ment, a P otter who 
was 
a 
great 
lawyer and had been a m em ber of 
congress and chairm an of the presi­ 
dential 
election 
investigating 
com­ 
m ittee in 1877. and a Potter 
who 
was a great architect, he, Evarts, was 


reminded of an anecdote which he 
had heard when he was taking one of 
his brief excursions from his 
sum ­ 
m er home in Vermont Into the delight­ 
fully rural villages of that state. And 
this was 
the 
way 
Senator 
E varts 
told the anecdote: 
“T here came among the people of 
one of the larger com m unities of Ver­ 
mont a young clergyman, who was 
to be the pastor of the largest church 
in that community. 
He was a modest 
young man and of little experiene In 
the world. 
He perceived that among 
his parishioners were men and wom­ 
en of great intelligence and high cul­ 
tivation. 
He, therefore, desired to 
prepare his first sermon in such m an­ 
ner as would be acceptable 
to 
the 
people. 
But when he began the ser­ 
mon he was very much agitated by 
em barrassm ent and diffidence; and be 
said, by way of prelim inary prayer: 
‘O, Lord, in this presence we now 
acknowledge that Thou art the clay 
and we are the potters.’

FIGHTING 
POTATO 
CANKER. 


Canada Sends W arning Dreaded Eu ro ­ 
pean Scourge Has Crossed Sea. 
The serious potato blight known as 
“black scab,” ‘‘warty disease” and ‘‘po­ 
tato canker,” which has ravaged the 
potato fields of Europe for thirteen 
years, has appeared on the American 
continent, in Newfoundland. Farmers 
In the United States are warned to 
look out for it and to make every ef­ 
fort to stamp it out at the first sign 
of its appearance. 
The extraordinary 
rapidity with which the potato canker 
has spread over nearly the whole of 
Europe and the virulence of the dis­ 
ease combine to make the Canadian 
department of agriculture fearful lest 
the infected seed, imported from across 
the sea to Newfoundland, should find 
its way southward and give the canker 
a foothold on lower Canadian and 
American soil. 
This disease, wherever it is permit­ 
ted to establish itself, makes the suc­ 
cessful cultivation of potatoes extreme­ 
ly difficult. 
There is said to be no 
hope of saving rn crop that is once at­ 
tacked. Moreover, when a crop is de­ 
stroyed bv this blight the ground re-

mains infected, so that for at least 
six years it is impossible to grow a 
crop of potatoes. 
Where the disease is prevalent prac­ 
tically no healthy tubers will develop. 
The tubers, when lifted, show signs of 
various degrees of injury. 
Some ap­ 
pear on casual examination to be 
sound. 
But the “eyes” of the tubers 
should be carefully examined. 
Those 
are the places where the disease is 
first noticeable. 
The eyes of affected 
tubers show an abnormal development 
of the dormant shoot. 
A careful un­ 
trained observer can easily recognize 
the presence of the disease in this 
stage. 
At the same time it is in this 
condition that the disease is most like­ 
ly to escape detection and to be spread 
by means of infected tubers used for 
seed. In the earlier stages of the dis­ 
ease the eyes will be found to be 
slightly protruding in the form of 
single or compound group of small 
nodules varying from the size of a 
pin’s head to that of a pea. 
When a grower finds his crop at­ 
tacked he may hesitate to destroy po­ 
tatoes which appear sound or but lit­ 
tle affected, although total destruction 
would be the best means of preventing 
the spread of the disease, yet those 
tubers may be collected, boiled and 
be fed to pigs. 
Under no circum­ 
stances should unboiled or decayed 
potatoes he given as food, not only 
because the fe e in g value is sure to 
be reduced, but mainly because the 
spores are still capable of germinating 
after passing through the body of an 
animal. 
In removing the potatoes 
from the field the greatest precaution

should be taken to clean thoroughly 
and disinfect one's boots and the farm 
carts and implements used. 
The process of disinfecting may be 
carried out on boards laid on the field, 
so that no reinfection takes place aft­ 
erward. The grower should then pro­ 
ceed to dig a hole in the field and collect 
all refuse from the vines and all dis­ 
eased tubers. The potato straw should 
be destroyed by fire, but the tubers, 
being too wet to burn, may be dealt 
with as follows: The hole that has­ 
been dug must be big enough to hold 
all the tubers collected. It should then 
be covered with a layer six inches 
deep of unslaked lime, then a portion 
of the tubers may be thrown in and 
covered by another layer of unslaked 
lime, and so on till the hole is filled. 
The last layer should be formed, of 
course, by the lime. 
In this manner 
the tubers are put out of harm’s way. 
Under no circumstances should seed 
potatoes from a diseased crop be used.
